had been taken from the ruins of the Lakeview school in Collinwood,

in°- from the number now thought to be missing there may be fully 
twentv more bodies in the ruins which have been burned to ashes.

CLEVELAND. March 5.—Up to 10 o'clock today 112 little 


bodies had been identified from among; the pupils of the Lakeview 
school in Collinwood, who lost their lives in the fire that gutted the 
school building yesterday morning. 


Twenty-four hours had passed but the exact number of fatalities 


was 'unknown. The number may reach 170. How many bodies still 
are in the ruins, if any. has not been positively determined. Village 
firemen ard voluntary assistants are still probing among the smolder-, 
ing ruins.

I.owrie of Centervllle. 


The city market will be in charge 


of the city agent. Experienced sales- 
men will be engaged and all orders 
promptly filled 


Xo commission will be charged for 


handling produce, the owner will re- 
ceive whatever his produce sells for, 
but the producer must be a member 
of the association. 


The association will endeavor to keep 
fie market supplied with every sea- 
sonable commodity and will fill all or- 
ders either from the market stall, or 
direct from the grower. 


Some twenty-eight of the larger pro- 


ducers from "Warm Springs, Irvington, 
Xlles, 
Centerville. Decoto, Alvarado, 
Newark and Arden have 
joined and 
the entire township is being canvassed 
fir membership. All producers are eli- 
gible. 


The city has been in need of an in- 


stitution of this kind for many years, 
end by aid ot the free markets now 
telng established, the consumers will 
soon be able to make purchases di- 
rect from the prsducer with mutual 
benefit.

March has entered this State this year like a lion, which means, 


if the conditions of the old adage are fulfilled, it will pass out like a 
lamb. Not in many years has the month opened with such a 
numerous series of violent gales extending 'all along the California 
coast, accompanied by heavy rain showers which have drenched the 
State from one end to the other, guaranteeing abundant crops to all 
those who are engaged in the tillage of the soil. A season of pros- 
perity is, therefore, assured by the favorable advent of March, for, 
while it comes in a boisterous mood, it is unaccompanied by the 
evil and unwelcome association of biting frosts or searing north 
winds to shrivel the swelling buds of the orchard or retard the 
growth of the tender blades of sprouting grain. 


The rainy season has been s« far one of the most remarkable 


the State has experienced in many years past. The rainfall has 
barely been up to the normal anywhere, and in many parts it is con- 
siderably belov, normal at date. But the precipitation has been so 
evenly distributed throughout the season that the effect in general 
has been more beneficial than has followed an abnormal downpour 
in many preceding seasons. The rainfall this year has been of such 
a nature that there has been practically no waste. The soil has ab- 
sorbed the bulk of it and is now as a rule thoroughly saturated 
througl-out the major part of fhe State. Ordinarily in seasons of 
abnormal precipitation the watercourse;, are choked with the exces- 
sive drainage, the floors of the great valleys are flooded and no 
benefit is derived by the agriculturist from the surplus.

Teachers Were Brave,, 


The 
school was 
over-crowded 
and 


quarters had been provided for the young- 
er children In the attic. 
Strange as It 


may seem, more of the pupils escaped 
from this part o: the school house than 
from any other. 
The children were un- 


der good discipline*; they had been prac- 
ticed frequently in thel fire drill. 
Their 


teachers -without exception retained their 
self-possession, showing great courage in 
th« face of Imminent danger, and yet 
more than half o: these little ones died 
horribly because of faulty building ar- 
rangements. 


The school housi was tw ostories and a 


half In height, the walls being of brick 
and concrete. 


Inside It -was a shell which (mrned with 


almost Inconceivable rapidity. 
The en- 


tire Interior was a mass of smoking ruins 
within three minutes of the time the fire 
was discovered. 
Horror of Scenes. 


For supreme horror the scenes that 


were enacted aro md the rearjdoor have 
had fei» parallels In this or any other 
country. 
Little children were piled upon 


each other six an1 eight feet deep, while 
strong men and frantic mothers struggled 
•with desperation to release ^iem, yet 
failed and were compelled to stand bacX 
and see the littU- ones die before their 
eyes. 


From the uppe • floors of the building 


two stairways offered exit. 
One of these 


led to the door in front, the other to the 
rear. 
It was in this last place that the 


lives of the littl- ones were lost while 
would-be rescuers stood helpless. 
The 


scenes that werr- enacted in the front 
hall will never b.' known. 
The door at 


thin side of the Uiilding was never fully 
opened. 
But a pile of little bodies that 


lay In the blackened wreckage beneath 
this point, the fe--t. hands, the limbs and 
skulls that were scattered about formed 
a complete index to the horrors that had 
taken place. 
Fire Drill Fails. 


When the leathers were informed of 


the existence of the fire tlpy promptly 
formed the pupil-! in columns of march, 
according to the lire drill, which they had 
so frequently practiced, and started them 
for the door. 
They had trained the 


children to march always toward the door 
in front and th • columns headed that 
way. 
The children, unknowlnglj-, were 


by their teachers marched into the very 
face ot death. 
When the head of the 


umn was nefrlng the front door a 
?h of flames met it. 
Some of the 


children dashed -U the door in the effort 
to open it. whilf others turned and fled 
wildly up the sta'rs. 
The door was dou- 


ble and the side was held by a spring. 
The column abov» knowing nothing of the 
fire on the «tai-s below, kept pressing 
down and within a few seconds there was 
a jam, panic and struggle on the stairway 
and behind the half-closed 
front door 


that nothing could stop and which co-=t 
the lives of all -vho were caught within 
it. 
Hall Too Narrow. 
A far worse tragedy, however, was en- 


acted at the d"or in the rear. 
This 


opened like the frc.nt door, toward thj 
interior of the building- 
In order to 


reach this entrance the pupils were com- 
pelled 
to 
march 
down 
a 
stairway 


make a sharp tu n and then pass through 
the doorway. 


It was the lack of space in the hall and 


the quick bend it the foot of the stairs 
that cost so miny lives at this point. 
When the first of the children fleeing from 
the front appeared at the door it was 
closed. 
Later it was opened, despi*; 


the terrifying ja-n that took place behmd 


Fleeing from :i fire in front, the child- 


ren tumbled down the stairs In a frenzy 
of terror. 
The stairs themselves were 


broad, affording passage to more child- 
ren in a second than could pass through 
the hallway and through the narrow ves- 
tibule of the door in ten seconds. 
At 


the bottom of the stairs, right on the 
turn, somebody tripped and fell. 
In an- 


other Instant others were down and in 
less time than it can be told the doorway, 
the hall and th,- foot of the stairs were 
packed with litfe bodies. 
Rescuers Burned. 


They were wedged so tightly that of 


those anywhere below the top of the mass 
none could be moved by the utmost 
strength of tw.) men combined. 
This 


was proven aga n and again, for the res- 
cuers struggled and fought until their 
'own hands wer>- scorched almost to cin- 
ders, and still they could move no child 
from out of th.- pile and could save no 
lives beyond a few that they lifted from 
the top before the flames came roaring 
down. 
Wallace tTptor fought for the life of his 


daughter at this point until he was so 
fearfully burnec that he may die. Mrs. 
•Walter C. Kelly, the wife of the marine 
editor of the Cleveland Leader, seeking 
.vainly for her own two children, who 
Were killed. att?mpted to rescue another 
little girl and pulled at her until the 
bait-baked flesi from the child's arm 
»I!d through Mri. Kelly's fingers, and still 
Ihe was unable to move her or to drag 
any of th« othe: s f rom the mass in which 
they were so tlshtly wedged. 


The

thought that if but one child could 'oe 
•drawn out an1 the pressure relieved, 
they could create a lessening ot th« pres- 
sure that would enable them to save 
bom* or all of them.

Crowding In among the first rescuers 


came the mothers. 
Some of them could 


•ee their children In the crowd. 
The 


children, who had been keeping up an In- 
cessant scream, shrieked at every sight of 
i..elr mothers. 
A few of the women 


s:ood close to the stairway holding the 
hands of the little ones until the flames 
drove them, away. 
Wlien the fire com- 


pelled the mothers to leave their children 
they stood about the flames and clasped 
their 
hand*. 
A 
few 
hurled 
atones 


'through tha windows in the hopes that 
the crash of breaking glass would sug- 
geit the only oossible avenue, of escape. 
t>ne woman. Mrs. Sprung. camexrunnlng 
with a ladde- and attempted to sc 
through a window to save her boy, Alvln. 
She fainted an! the boy Is dead. 


Many oJ the children died quickly, 


t,f suffocated »efor» th* flr* had rtacbcl 


them. 
While the agonized men were 


struggling In the doorways and the fran- 
tic mothers were standing In the rear 
they could see the smoke rising up from 
the floor and floating away above 1he 
the heads of the children. 
They knew 
then that the fire had crept along under 
tha first floor and was eating away the 
joists which held the children up. 


Women Faint. 


As the children died one by one at first, 
,nd later a half dozen at a time, the 
screaming grew less and the emoke from 
the f.oor grew constantly thicker and 
thicker. 
Then the flames came up and 


darted between the children, who were 
standing back on the stairway and lying 
packed in a heap behind the door. 
Out- 


side the women were insane. 
Many of 


them fainted and dropped on the ground, 
where they were mercifully allowed w lio 
until all was over. 


The local fire department, a volunteer 


organization with little drill and inferior 
apparatus, was powerless. 
Led Children Into Fire. 


Miss Anna Moran, tha principal of 


the school, said: 


"When the bell rang, I, and I sup-
